A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C, 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials. 
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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner notes that the shape of the individual lenses, 
specifically the ratio of the height to the radius (aspect ratio) of those shown in figures 8,9 and 10a-c is very high and 
would focus closer than more rounded shapes such as those shown in figure 3. The examiner has reviewed the 
specification and does not find language to support an amendment to the claim language to include this limitation. 
These shapes might warrant the filing of a CIP application which includes language describing high aspect ratio lenses 
distinctly and would serve to distinguish over most of the prior art of record. Cowan '216 (figure 12), Bradley et al. '186 
figure3) show high aspect microlenses. Edwards WO 99/52105 teaches reverse mastering to form deep profiles in 
resists for optical storage media grooves. Note PTO-892 attached. The applicant showed photographs of the surfaces 
forming the concave resist image vs. the convex image. When forming the concave image, a larger beam can be 
used, which results in a smoother surface, (fewer raster artifacts). The examiner thinks that this might even take 
advantage of the ellisodal shape of the focussed beam spot. This raises new and interesting issues and so would 
require further consideration and the applicant should file an RCE to pursue these as the case is currently after final. 
The applicant has suggested language indirectly specifying the beam size and should in the amendment point to the 
poition of the specification relied upon to support this. The applicant has asserted that transfering the resist image into 
the substrate surface doe not require a further (intermediate) master. The applicant may choose to include language 
specifying the beam spot is moved relative the positive resist.
